General Manager Potter of the Homo- 


stead mills of Carnegie Brothers' & Co 
has invented a cold s;vw for the purpose 
oC sawing iron and steel, which haa 
proved a groat success, and is creating 
considerable interest. 
For some years 


an instrument has been iu nse knowli as 
the hot saw — that is, it could only cut 
metal that had been heated to redness, 
but it is not equal to the new saw 
brought out by Mr. Potter. 
The hot 


sa \v leaves a burr on one edge, biit the 
new cold saw docs clean, smooth work 
and is not very expansive 


A reporter had a talk with a gentle- 


man who had seen the saw -at 'wfe'rlf a 
short lime a;;o, und, secured from him 
the following description of the new in- 
vention: The instrument itself is simply 
a circular saw of fine steel, tempered 
somewhat hard, and about one-quarter 
of an inch in thickness at the periphery 
It is ground slightly thinner at its center 
to clear itself easier in a deep cut, It is 
made to revolve at a slow speed, while 
the old hot saw was run at a high rate 
of speed, and did its work by means of 
the intense friction created rather than 
by the teeth. It cuts but one inch 
minute. 


The machine differs from the ordihary 


circular saw in this respect, that it is 
not the work that moves up to the saw, 
but the work is fixed stationary and the 
saw is mado to travel along tho table 
through it. 
U is driven by a worm 


wheel and screw of some four or five 
feet in length, along which it can be 
moved easily by hand screw gear or by 
self acting feed gear. Tho saw runs in 
a tank of solution, and the greatest care 
is necessary in regard to the quality of 
the materials of this solution. 
It is 


made up of ten pounds of whale oil soap, 
fifteen pounds of sal soda, two gallons of 
lard oil, with water added to make forty 
gallons of mixture. The new saw will 
bo used in cutting the armor plates for 
the government the proper size. — Pitts' 
burg Dispatch.

Suppers In London. 


Society works hard over its season's 


pleasures. It crowds a great deal of ex- 
citement into the interval between the 
dinner at 8 or half-past 8 o'clock and its 
supper at midnight, so that this meal is 
a consideration to it. Women seldom 
dine heavily with the anticipation of 
several functions before them. 
Often 


they have been woi-ried and flurried to 
get dressed in time. So, when they have 
heard part of an opera, been to a recep- 
tion and looked in at a dance, they be- 
gin to be conscious of that vacuum 
which nature abhors. 
At some few 


houses in town the art of supper giving, 
even at big dances, is rightly compre- 
hended, and guests aro not beguiled into 
trying all manner of beautiful looking 
dishes which taste odious. 


As a rule, however, tho little suppers 


given by men at swagger restaurants, 
and such of their clubs as so far indulge 
the members' feminine belongings, are 
the pleasanteb'i. Private house suppers, 
except on rare occasions, are unsatisfac- 
tory. The staff ot servants is small and 
human. It must have some sleep, and 
so the food is usually cold. 
At rich 


clubs and very swell restaurants a new 
set of servants aro turned on fresh for 
tho midnight ineal, who may take their 
rest for tho greater part of the day if it 
so please them. — London Cor. Chicago

Delaware'* New Whipping Post Tried, 
The new pillory and whipping post in 


the jail yard at New Castle, Del., was 
christened May 16 for the first time 
since its erection, the old one having bo- 
fome rotten. 
Sheriff Simmons applied 


the lash and pillory to those convicted of 
the various infractions of the law. About 
800 spectators in tho jail yard watched 
the flogging Hopes had to be stretched 
across tho yard to keep back the crowd.

Bradshaw, both colored, stood in the 
pillory from 10 to 11 o'clock, and Samuel 
Swell and Andrew Jackson, also colored, 
occupied it from 11 until 12 o'clock.

CABSON MINT AFFAIRS. 


At tbo close of the fiscal year which 


ended Juae •00th, the Superintendent of 
the Carson Mint was ordered by the Treas- 
ury Department to stop the coinage of sil- 
ver nod reduce the force nt the Mint. 
Tbo Superintendent obeyed instructions 
and sixteen employes were summarily dis- 
charged. 
Subsequently, it ia stated, the 


Superintendent called a meeting of the em- 
ployes ancl submitted the question of re- 
ducing wages to the meeting. The em- 
ployes agreed to stand a redaction of ten 
per cent, and their decision was telegraphed 
to tho Director o£ tbo Mint, who accepted 
their terms, and the sixteen persons dis- 
charged were reinstated. 


This indicates that the Government is 


so thoroughly iu^baed with tho ideas of the 
monopolists regaidiug the wages of em- 
ployes, that it has adopted their system. It 
issues per em lory orders to coin 110 more 
silver nnd to discharge a number of em- 
ployes, hut countermands its orders when 
the employes proposed to work at reduced 
wages. 


The excuse given for this singular pro- 


ceeding on the part of the Government, is, 
that the appropriation mado by Mr. Reed's 
Billion Dollar Congress for the wages of 
employes at tbo Carson Mint is not sn.2i- 
cient. 
This seems incredible in the face 


of the fact that Congress proclaimed that 
the MoKinley bill 
would increase the 


wages of every man and woman in the 
land. Now it is shown that Congress stul- 
tified itself and pro rod that it did not be- 
lieve tho ilolvinloy bill would increase tho 
wages of operatives, as it was intended 
solely to increase the profits of manufac- 
turers. 


Tho Government rteiived a profit of 


thirty cents or more on every ounce of sil- 
ver it coined at the Carson Mint, bat like 
the pampered monopolists of the Eastern 
States it wanted mure and proposed to close 
its works at Carson unless tho employes 
submitted to a reduction of ten per cent. 
in wages. 


It should be stated, however, thiit none of 


the principul officers of the Mint ore af- 
fected by this redaction, oulj tho ladles in 
the coining department, the helpers and 
the laborers being tha sufferers. 
With this 


redaction in wages and assessments for po- 
litical purposes to help the party out in 
Ohio oad other States, the day men ar. j 
women in the Mint will not be apt to have 
a vory heavy bank account. 


TI1K PUBLIC DEliX. 


The Treasury officials have made a change 


in the mathod of stating the public debt. 
Contrary to the usual costom they refused 
on July 1st to make any estimate of the 
debt to the newspaper reporters or the 
ogeut of the Associated Press. 


It was understood that there was au in- 


crease in tho dabt, BO fjr as the cash in 
the Treasuay applicable to its payment is 
concerned, but ths exact amount could not 
bo learned. 


It is stated by experts that no one knows 


the amount of the public debt. 
Millions 


upon millions of greenbacks have been 
issued without bsing registered but the 
utuor.nt cannot bs even approximately 
stated, and the officials cuu make it appear 
several millions more or less in their 
mouthly statement without the slightest 
risk of having the error discovered.

Churches 
Burned — Eleven 


lUotera Beheaded—More Trouble Ex- 
pected.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 2.—The steamer 


China arrived this evening from Hongkong 
and Yokohama. The China mail coder 
date of June 3d says the threatened riots 
at Nanking took plaoe. 
The Methodist 


Girls' School was attacked and pillaged 
and the contents burned May 25th by 
the Chinese rabble. 
Several other mission 


buildings were attacked by the tioters and 
would have been demolished bat for the 
interference of a body of Chinese soldiers 
sent by the Viceroy, only after urgent 
appeals had baen made to him by the mis- 
eionaries. Oa the Sunday previous the 
missionaries were somi-offlcially 
notified 


that their premises would be burned, and 
accordingly twenty-three missionaries and 
all the women and children of the Ameri- 
can and English missions took passage on 
a steamer for Shanghai the day before the 
riots. Trouble ia expected at Kinkiang 
and the residents aro sending valuables to 
Shanghai. 


Over twenty ol the rioters have been 


captured at Wabu. 
The Viceroy has 


given the looal magistrates permission to 
put the leaders to death on the spot. 
Notice was given by the authorities that 
they would cat off eleven heads May 25th. 


A telegram received at Shanghai Jane 


1st stated that the rioters had bnrned the 
old French church at Toi Y&Dg which had 
stood for 200 years. 


At Tang Yang June 1st a fanatical mob 


surrounded the mission buildings, over- 
powering the maudoriu and soldiers. The 
church and other buildings were burned. 
The rioters dug up the bones in the Chris- 
tian cemetery and piled the heads in a 
heap and dragged tho mandarin to the spot 
by his queue. Fta-s were expressed for 
the safety of the seven smaller churches in 
the vicinity of Tan Yang, and on June 2nd 
a telegram was received from Chiukiung 
saying tho Christian churches near Tan 
Yang were in ruin?. 
Admiral Belknap is 


at Yokohama and has received the follow- 
ing telegram from Shanghai, dated Juue 
8th: "Last Friday there was a riot between 
KinbiitDi!, English and French gunboats 
and the palos stopped it. Fore'ga women 
and children are being taken on board the 
Inconstant. 
Two men were killed at 


VVuhu, aud the palos proceeded there im- 
mediately. Tronble is threatened at Han- 


kow; 
the gunboat Porpoise is there. 
Seri- 


ous apprehensions are again felt here. 
Foreign Ministers ol Peking informed the 
Chinese Government that if the foreignsrs 
are not protected they will take vigorous 
action. Seven foreign gunboats are up the 
river." 


TUB DJBSEBT LARK. 


The Water Still Rlglng—Theories Ad- 


vanced us to the Cause. 


SALTON..Cal., Jnly 2.—At 4 tbi» after- 


noon a strong wind from the west WBB 
breaking the water in the desert lake to 
the south and cast. 
At 9 A.M. a light 


wind from the south raised the water eight 
incheg and advanced the water line 150 feet 
on the oorlh shore. At noon the depth of 
water two and three quarters miles from 
Salton was 26 inches. That is the 'deepest 
point and tho water wag then surely but 
slowly rising. At 5 o'clock this afternoon 
the wind backed the water south until it 
lowered the depth at the deepest point to 
18 inches and the water receded from the 
north shore about 200 feet. 


YUMA, July 2.—A reliable report from 


Salton this morning states that the boat 
sent out by the railroad company was 
forced to return after having traveled 25 
milos on the desert lake. The force of tbe 
current made farther headway impossible. 
The latest news just receieved reports the 
water still rising and a stiff wind bloving. 


The theory advanced that the water 


DOW running into the Salton basin is 
caused by a barrier being washed out on 
the Colorado liver last year, near Pilot 
Knob, 13 exploded by the fact that the 
flood of February, of this year, carried 
twice the amount of water of that of a 
month ago, and would have ran into the 
desert if an inlet existed. 


Careful investigation p'roves that the 


barrier between the Colorado and the rim 
of the dtsert was only a ridge of four feet. 
This was ascertained in a survey made 
several years ago. Tbe Colorado river has 
been falling for over a week past and ia 
lower to-day than the same day last year. 


If tha water is running from the gulf the 


amount must increase daily as the differ- 
ence in the level is grtat.

The demonetization of silver re- 


duced the coin recognized ns money of re- 
demption about one-half and cut off more 
than one-half of the annual supply of 
money metal. In round numbers thero are 
$3,700,000,000 of gold coin, §3,800,000,000 
of silver coin and about $1,000,000,000 of 
paper currency. 


STANDARD MONEY. 


If nothing is standard money but gold, 


;he silver coin and paper cuirancy are only 
credit money. 
Their value depends upon 


redemption in gold, and less than one- 
Ihird of the money of the world is standard 
money <.r ultimate redemption. 


At tho lime silver was demonetized there 
as not too much gold and silver coin to 


sustain the business and credit of the com- 
meicial world. 
The business community 


was ignorant of the fact that one-half of 
tho money of redemption has been dis- 
carded. 
Credit continued to expand on 


the false assumption that there had been 
no demolition in the volume of standard 
money, and that the current supply from 
the mines was insufficient to keep pace 
with population and business. 


During the last eighteen years credit and 


business have expanded out of all propor- 
tion to the supply of gold coin. The most 
industrious and 
intelligent 
statisticnna 


maintain tbat there has been no increase 
in the amount of gold coin in the commer- 
cial world in the last eighteen years. 
The 


events of the last twelve months have re- 
venljd the fact that the supply of gold coin 
is altogether inadequate. 


Mr. Goshen declared a few months ago 


that the Bank of England must increase its 
reserves of gold $200,000, or reduce its 
credits at least $1,000,000,000. 
The dis- 


proportion between gold coin and credit in 
every other part of the world must be 
equally great. 
It is impossible for any 


great financial institution to increase its 
gold reserves without n decrease of golc 
elsewhere which cannot be spared.

The 


yreat gold fi.'ldn of California and Australia 
are exba istod. Tho larger part of the sup 
ply now comes from silver mines in combi 
nation with white metal. 


If silver is rejected nnd silver mining 


stopped, mors than one-h-ilf of Ihe supply 
of gold will be cut off. 
The gold etandnrc 


means inevitable and continued ccmtroc 
tion. 


The world must have more money of ul 


timate redemption than can be suppliec 
with gold or bankruptcy, fall in prices, hard 
times and poverty are inevitable. It is idl 
for tbe advocate of tho gold standard to 
discuss the money question unless he can 
show that there is sufficient gold to supply 
legitimate demands for money. 


I will not turn aside to discuss with him 


whether tbe purchase of _four and a hal 
million ounces of silver per month or frei 
coinage is best for the silver miner. Wha 
is best for him is a matter of little import 
anoe compared with the question of money 
for the use of the civilized world. 


Money to civilization is as necessary as 


blood to animal life. The former will per 
ish without money as certainly as death 
follows loss of blood, 


•WHAT THK MINEE WANTS. 


The silver miners will be satisfied with 


free coinage—a privilege which they en 
jojod for over one hundred yoars under the 
constitution. Tbey do not ask the GOT 
ernment to buy their silver. They havi 
no more right to do so than the farmer 01 
manufacturer has to demand tbat Ihe Gov 
eminent shall buy the commodity he pro 
dnces. 


The gold advocate need not trouble him.

give him notice ia advance that it cannot 
be supplied with credit money redeemable 
in gold, whether such credit money be sil- 
ver, paper, wheat, cottou, tobacco or any 
other commodity.

The money that supplements gold must 


be money that needs no redemption. This 
B not a subject to be trifled with. 
The 


general range of prices oJ tbo commodity 
baa delined more than thirty per cent, in 
the last eighteen years and continues to 
decline. 
The value of gold has advanced 


equally with the decline in price of commo- 
dities. 
The owners of gold and gold obli- 


gations have become enormously tich, 
while tho producers of wealth are impov- 
erished. 


Lot the advocate of gold prove this is

JUST HOW MAN WILL FLY 


NOT BY FLAPPING ARTIFICIAL WINGS 


BUT BY SOARING. 


Be Will Succeed Tet, Says an Investl 


gator, und His Voyaging Will Be 01 
the Aeroplane Principle—Australia Ha 
Come Near to Solving the Problem. 


Man will yet learn how to fly. Pro 


fessor Langloy, secretary of the Smith 
sonian institution, so declared in an ad 
dress delivered 
before the Nationa 


Academy of Sciences. This ought to 
give much encouragement to thinkers 
who hope that mankind will some da; 
secure domain in the element of birds 
just as it has already done, thanks to the 
evolution of submarine boats and diving 
gear, in that of fishes. The distinguish 
ed scientist referred to expressed confl 
dence that the contrivance of the future 
for aerial navigation would be on tho 
kite principle. 


The air possesses elements of buoy 


rocy which have not been recognized 
hitherto. There is no truth in the popu- 
lar conception that a body heavier than 
the atmosphere cannot be suspended in 
that medium without motion, A kite 
of sticks and paper is much heavier than 
the fluid which it displaces, but it is sus- 
tained aloft. 
You can find an example 


much more striking, however, in the 
eagle or the frigate bird, which, though 
an animal of considerable weight, re- 
mains poised in the sky upon extended 
pinions motionless for hours together, so 
that a telescope may be trained on it. 


Thousands of feet above the earth it is 


sustained without movement of a feath- 
er, though iu a rarefied atmosphere. 
This is possible because the suspended 
fowl has an instinctive knowledge of the 
way in which to utilize the air currents 
for its support. 
When man has learned 


how this can be done he will be able to 
fly. The most advanced investigators in 
this subject reject the balloon and all 
other such lifting devices as impracti- 
cable; a gas lighter than air can never 
be safely confined within a receptacle 
that is not weighty, and the same objec- 
tion applies to a vacuum. 


Ballooning today is about where it 


was when it was first inventeB, and in 
the nature of things it never get much 
further. 
Aluminum is light for a metal, 


but it is several times too heavy to be 
successfully utilized for such purposes! 
Pray, what has become of those alumi- 
num trains of cars that were to be run 
through the air from Chicago to New 
York at sixty minutes the trip? 


LESSONS FROM BIRDS. 


There is a school of flying machine in- 


ventors who may be designated as the 
"flappers," inasmuch as their idea is to 
sustain their contrivances by the flap- 
ping of bircllike wings, But they doubt- 
less forget that the best flyers among 
birds do not support themselves by flap- 
ping. On the contraiy, they only resort 
to that performance wheh it is necessary 
for a start. 


The eagle, if launching himself from 


level ground, is obliged to take quite a 
run first; then, flapping his wings with 
a violent muscular effort which he coultl 
not keep up for long, he gains a suffi- 
cient altitude to render it possible for 
dim to strike along the plane of an air 
current which holds him up. 


Floating with librating pinions from 


one air current to another, he is lifted, 
with an occasional broad sweep of hia 
powerful wings, to the upper aerial re- 
lions, where he simply floats, opposing 
to each movement of the suspended 
ether the gentle force necessary to main- 
tain him in his stationary position. 


These principles which the eagle ap- 


plies for purposes of flight are perfectly 
understood in the theory of mechanics, 
It is only necessary to adapt them with 
suitable apparatus in order to give to 
lurnan beings like powers. True, the 
ami is lighter in proportion to its size 
;han is man; its bones are hollow and 
illed with warm air from the lungs. 


But the difference in this respect ia 


not verj material, and it may easily bo 
Compensated for by bigger wings. Pow- 
er to flap them is not what is required, 
nasrnuch as the start can be made from 
a height; what is wanted is the knowl- 
;dge wLich inherited experience—"in- 
stinct"—haa given the fowl as to how to 
adapt tho angles of tho wings to the air 
currents 


A PRACTICABLE MACHINE. 


This is precisely what Professor Lang- 


oy haa been experimenting with. What 
le in attempting is to produce a machine 
adapted to flotation upon the air cur- 
rents like a Id te. You can find a very 


>i in pie illustration of tho principle he is 
working on in the trick ('one with play- 
ng curds by the prestidigitator Herr- 
mann, who throws them from the stage 
nto tho highest gallery of the biggest 
theater in th • United States, distributing 
,hem ono after another 
among the 


'gods" of that select circle. How does 
le do i t? 


Simply by skillfully utilizing the air 


currents. Tho scrap of pastboard ia 
jeavior than the atmosphere, but, ju- 
diciously projected, it 
mounts to a 


jreat height und distance with very lit- 
,le force. 
It would stay up, too, even if 


hrowu outdoors, supposing that it pos- 
sessed the intelligence necessary to ac- 
commodate its surface to the winds. 


What can be done in this way may be 


accomplished on a larger scale. Lest 
lus proposition be disputed it will bo 
sufficient to refer to a flying machine 
patented in Australia. It weighs alto- 


ether nineteen pounds, and its back- 
>one is a long copper cylinder two inches 
n diameter, filled with compressed air. 
The compressed air supplies power for a 
small engine weighing ten pounds, at 
the rear end of the cylinder, which 
works a fan propeller 


To the backbone on either side is at- 


;ached a great wing of light material, 
BO that the whole apparatus resembles a 
rig butterfly with two fans for a tail. 
This contrivance has been made to fly 
lorizontally 360 feet. 
Of course it is 


only a beginning, but all the same here 
s the nearest approach to the practicable 
lying machine of the future thus far at-
